Transmitted herwith is a report of an unidentified flying object 
submitted by the 22d Bombardment Wing (HM). 
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Le A D477 crew, while flying in bomber formation in vicinity of 71-OON ~ 156-20W 
at 30,000ft, between the hours of 1620Z and 1705Z, 12 December 1954, reports 
sighting of UFBO approximately three miles ahead of the aircraft, waning in 
color from blinking red to steady white, and totally dissolving with approach 
of daylight after sii ah minutes of internittent observation, 


2- The object reported is without configuration or performance, and though it could 
easily be mistaken as a fighter-type aircraft at first sight, is is believed, 

after preliminary analysis, to be a celestial body or the reflection of such 

a body. 
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
